| she contact Pawtucket Police when Dawid returns or have him respond to the Pawtucket Police 
Station. I will send out a department wide email, instructing Officers to use caution if coming 
| i nt0 contact with Dawid Fonseca due to these threats. A warrant will be completed for Threats 
to Public Officials. 2251 hours Interviewed: Dawid Fonseca Detective Hormanski and I 
responded to cell block and escorted Dawid Fonseca to Detective Interview Room #1. This 
interview was audio/video recorded, burned to a compact disc, and later placed into the 
evidence locker. I read Dawid his Miranda Rights from a pre-printed form, which he stated he 
understood and agreed to give a statement. The following is a summary of that interview. 

I Dawid Fonseca stated he is the only person with access to his social media. He had trouble 
j remembering the past couple days. He admitted to using alcohol and drugs in the past. He 
j denied having any issues with the Pawtucket Police Department. He also stated he has always 
; been treated with respect by all Pawtucket Police Officers. Dawid admitted making the 
threatening Facebook post but stated he did not remember writting it. Dawid admitted 
j removing the threat after being informed by his sister that the Pawtucket Police Department 
i was looking for him. He also mentioned making a post towards the Park Land shooting that 
Facebook removed. Dawid denied owning or possessing any firearms. He did admit to taking a 
picture with a shotgun that he had posted on his Facebook page. He stated this was an old 
photo and he had went to the range with an unknown friend who legally owned the shotgun. 

He denied feeling depressed or feeling suicidal. He stated he does not want to harm any 
Pawtucket Police Officers.

could stay with her. She then left the residence and was walking to her car when she saw me 
j arrive. I entered the residence and spoke with While sneaking with him, I noted his 

speech, eyes, and breath were not indicative of intoxication. spoke in a normal tone. He 

told me that he has had an on and off relationship with Forzese, who has been living with him 
I and is currently a few weeks pregnant with his child. He said that today, he told her that he was 
: going out to spend time with his sister and father. He said that she responded by yelling at him, 
j telling him not to go, and accusing him of cheating on her. He said that he ignored her 
demands that he not go out, and left anyway. He said that upon returning, Forzese began 
screaming at him and telling him to leave and not come inside the apartment. He said that he 
; entered anyway, as he lives there. He said that he attempted to go to the bedroom to sleep, 
when she ran into the bedroom ahead of him and slammed the door on his foot. He said that 
when he opened the door and went into the bedroom, she continued screaming at him and 
began raising his fists at him. He said that he turned and put his hands over his face, at which 
| time she struck him in the back of the head with closed fists, as well as scratching his neck with 
her nails. He then stated that he told her he was calling the police, at which point she called her 
| mother and asked to stay with her. Forzese then left the apartment and he called the police, 
stated that the back of his neck was sore as a result of the incident. I observed that 
had red marks on the back of his neck, including a scratch several inches long. I took 
i photographs of these injuries. did not require medical treatment. I informec of 

Forzese's statement that he had spit at her. He responded by saying that he yelled and 
screamed at her as she assaulted him, but did not strike or spit at her. I surveyed the scene and 
! did not observe any damaged property or obvious signs of a struggle. He said that she has 
been eyi^mpK/ controlling and possessive toward him and constantly accuses him of cheating 
on her. mother, arrived on scene. Fiorenzano told me that she 

has been concerned for her son's safety because of Forzese's unpredictable impulsive 
behaviors and possessiveness over him. An IMC check showed that both Forzese and 
have been recently arrested for domestic violence cases against each other. These charges 
have since been dismissed. A RONCO check showed that a protection order had been entered 
11 /17/2017 with an expiration date of 12/07/2018 listing as the defendant and Forzese 

as plaintiff. There was also an order entered 12/11/2017 with no expiration date listing Forzese 
as the defendant and as the plaintiff. Dispatch contacted state BCI and informed me 

that both orders have been vacated and are no longer in effect. As a result of my investigation,
